| TO SMOKE OR NOT TO SMOKE, THAT IS THE QUESTION, 


Since the dawn of the Marijuana Tax Act of 1936, people have puzzled 

this in and out of court from the pulpit to the jail cell, The pro's and 

con's of the issue have become public only recently and only recently 
has open and widespread disregard of the statues governing the use of 
the weed become popular. 


Is there a lesson to be learned from the correlation that may be drawn 
between available information on the drug and it's rise in stature amoung 
the literate public, notably young college students and professionals ? 


Vhile we cannot profess to be unbiased in our views(no more, that is 
than we can profess to be blind, moronic idiots) we can pretend to a 
degree of impartiality in our reporting to that end, we present the 

latest compendium of findings on the drug CANNABIS SATIVA, reprinted 
from the London Times, with editorial insertions and alterations to 
please the literary diletante « | 


London, TIMES: 
The use of cannabis is increasing, and the rate of increase is accelerating, 
Cannabis smoking is widespread in the universities, and the custom has 
been taken up by writers, teachers, doctors, businessmen, musicans, 
SEcientists, and priefts. Such persons do not the sterotype of the inem- 
ployed criminal dope fiend, Smoking the herb also forms a traditional 
part of the social and religious life of hundreds of thousands of people, 


It has been Suggested that cannabis be given the <ame <tatus as alcohol 
by legalizing it's import and conzumption. . . Besides the undoubted 
attraction of reducing, for ounce, the number of crimes that a member 
or our Society can commit, and of allowing the wider <pread of some- 
thing that can give pleasure, a greater revenue would certainly come 
to the state from taxation than from fines. 


The main justification for the prohibition of cannabis has been the con- 
tention that it's use leads to heroin addiction. This contention does not 
Seem to be <upported by any documented evidence, and has been specit- 
cally refuted by several authoritative =tudies. It is almost certainly 
correct to state that the risk to cannabis smokers of becoming heroin 
addicts is far less than the risk to drinkers of becoming alcoholics, 


Cannabis is usually taken by normal persons for the purpose of enhancing 
Sensory experience. Heroin is taken almost exclusively by weak and dis- 
turped individuals for the purpose of withdrawing from reality. 


Legislation prohibiting cannabis has created a black market where heroin 
could occationally be offered to persons who would not otherwise have 
acceess to it. Potential addicts, having found cannabis to be a poor escape 
route, have doubtless been tempted to try heroin; and it is probable that 
their experience of the harmlessness and non-addictive quality of cannabis 
has led them to under=-=ii .-ate the dangers of heroin, It is the prohibition 
of cannabis, and not cannabis itself, which may contribute to heroin 


addiction,

You will be trained to effectively perform one or more services: community 
development, consumer and tenant organizetion, tutoring, recreation, Job 
referral, legal and health eervices, and a number of other tasks, In-<ervice 
training is offered Volunteers by periodic seminars and workehops conducted 
durning thier year of =ervice, 


Training, supervised by VISTA, is conducted by universities, colleges, and 
by settlement houses and other =zocial service agencies familiar with the 
_ problems of the poor. Professores, specialists and advisors provide trainees 


with an understanding of poverty and how to attack the conditions that create It, 


Most training programs are conducted by VIST A's seven regional training 
centers, .' ditional training centers regularly conduct training programs or 
groupe of 30 to 50 Volunteers, 


Any neighborhood, community, city, county or state organization, institution 
Or agency, public or private and non-profit, that is attempting to assist people 
who are poor, may request the services of VISTA Volunteers. 


The project direttor of the organization requesting Volunteers directs tnetr | 
activities or he designates VISTA Supervisors to perform this function, The 
degree of supervision depends on the kind. of project, In an urban <ituation, 
Supervision may be closer and more personal, In a rural area, a Volunteer 
may find that he works with very little zupervision, In all situations, the _ 
Volunteer is jointly re=ponsible to VISTA and to his local project SponsEor.

AS a VISTA Volunteer you will have a full time commitment to the people you 
Serve. It is not a 9-5, five-day-a-week job. You will be asked to offer 
aSciStance whenever you are needed, 


VISTA provides Blue Cross-Blue Shield medical coverage durning your term 
of Service, including the traing period, Travel cost, from home to training, 
to place of service, emergency leave travel, and from place of <everice, to 
your home at the end of <everice, are paid by VISIA, | 


You may take Seven days of leave during your year of service. While on 
leave, you receive an allowance of $10 a day. Your montily stipend and 
necessary living allowances, such as rent, are continued, 


The men and women of VISTA are Volunteers. You may resign, but you 
Sould remember that you have made a commitiment to serve for a complete 
year. VISTA expects you to honor this commitiment, You may request a 
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trasfer or be tr an=fered to another assiinment for a reasonable cause, tou 
may request, that any time after you join VISTA, to serve beyound one year 
Or more, You may also extend your service for periods less than one year. 


You can earn college credits for your work in VISTA, Several colleges have 
work-study programs in which they give college credits for VISTA work. 


At the completion of your service you should find yourself better equipped 
both in experience and personal growth to pursue either further ecueation or 
the career of your choice, VISTA's Volunteer information Service provides 
career and educational information to assist in future employment. It is 
possible for you to serve as a VISTA aff member after you complete your 
Volunteer service, if there is a job available for which you qualify.

The present system of controls nas etrongly discouraged the use of 
cannabis preparations in medicine, It is arguable that claims whicn 
were formerly made for the effectiveness of cannabis in psycniatric 
treatment might now bear re-examination in the Iight of modern views 
on arug therapy; and a case could also be made out for tuther investi- 
gation of the antibiotic properties of cannabidiolic acid, one of the 
constituents of the herb. The poesibility of alleviating suffering through 
the medical use of cannabis preparations should not be dismissed be- 
cause. of prejudice concerning the social effects of "drugs!. 


Zhe Government ought to welcome and encourage research into all 
aspects of cannabis smoking, but according to the law as it stands no 
one 18s permitted to smoke cannabis under any cireumstances, and 
exceptions cannot be made for =ecientific and medical rezearch, It is 

a Scandal that doctors who are entitled to prescribe heroin, cocaine, 
amphetamines and barbiturates ri=k being sent to prison for personally 
invesitigating a drug which is known to be less damaging than alcohol 

Or even tobacco, 


Slmilar legislation in the !twenties brought the sale of both alcohol and 
heroin under the control of an immensely powerful criminal conspiracy 
which till thrives today.
